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IAN MACKERRAS MEDAL 
CALL FOR NOMINATIONS 


The Mackerras Medal Steering Committee 
appointed by Council at the Armidale AGM has 
now prepared a set of formal Procedures which 
are designed to control the award of the 
medal. These are reproduced in full below. 
The first medal is to be awarded at the next 
AGM in May 1984. Any two or more financial 
members may nominate a candidate for the 
medal who must be under 50 years of age on 
31st December, 1983. Nominations are now 
called for and these should reach the 
Secretary by October 31, 1983. 


PROCEDURES FOR THE NOMINATION AND 
SELECTION OF RECIPIENTS OF THE IAN 
MACKERRAS MEDAL , 


1. The lan Mackerras Medal for excellence in 
entomology shall be awarded biennially, 
beginning in the year 1984, save when 
the Selection Panel or the Executive 
deems that no award should be made, 


2. The announcement of the award shal! be 
made at the Annual General Meeting and, 
if possible, the Meda! shall be presented 
at that Meeting. 


3. Nominations shall be called in the August 
News Bulletin of the Society and must be 
received by 31st October in the year 
preceding that of the Annual General 
Meeting at which the award is to be 
made. 


4, Only financial members of the Society who 
are under fifty years of age on 3ist 
December of the year in which 
nominations for the award are called shall 
be eligible to receive the Medal. 


5. A candidate shall be nominated by not 
fewer than two financial members of the 
Society. 


6. The proposers of a candidate shall deposit 
with the Secretary not later than 31st 
October, a detailed statement, including 
candidate's name, date of birth, academic 
distinctions, relevant appointments, and 
membership of Societies, together with a 
list of his more important publications. 
In addition, a statement should be made, 
in not more than 500 words, why the 
candidate merits 
distinction in entomology.

The entire deliberations of 
the Panel including its ranking of the 
nominees shall remain strictly confidentia! 
to the members of the Panel at that time. 
The Executive shall have the power only 
to approve or reject the Panel's final 
choice, 


Members of _ the Panel shall be 
automatically barred from being nominated 
themselves or from proposing someone 
else. Members of the Executive shal! not 
be so barred but those who are proposers 
or nominees shall be disqualified from 
taking part in the consideration by the 
Executive of the Panel's recommendation. 


Nominations shall be received by the 
Secretary of the Society until 31st 
October and then forwarded to _ the 
Convener of the Selection Panel who shall 
provide copies to each member of the 
Panel. Through the Convener, the Panel 
may request additional information on any 
candidate from the proposers and may 
seek the opinion of referees of his own 
choosing. Any such additional 
information shall be supplied to all 
members of the Panel, 


Each member of the Selection Panel shall 
independently rank the nominations and 
shall forward his ranking with reasons to 
the Convener, The Convener shall then 
circulate the individual rankings and 
reasons to all members of the Panel. A 
period shall be allowed for members to 
consult with each other and, if desired, 
reconsider their rankings. After each 
member has submitted his final ranking to 
the Convener, the nominee with the 
highest combined rank [i.e. lowest total 
score) will ordinarily become the Panel's 
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recommendation. In the event of a tie, 
the final choice shall be made by a simple 
majority vote of the Panel amongst the 
tied nominees, or if necessary by 
successive elimination ballots, 


13. The name of the recipient shall remain 
confidential to the Panel, the Executive 
and the recipient until the Medal is 
presented at the Annual General Meeting 
of the Society. All nomination documents 
for unsuccessful nominees’ shall be 
returned to the nominators and = all 
correspondence other than _ the letter 
advising the recipient of his selection 
shall then be destroyed. 


14. Nominations shall stand only for the year 
in which they are made but without 
prejudice to renomination of unsuccessful 
candidates in subsequent years,

ARMIDALE CONFERENCE 
ORGANIZERS REPORT 


REPORT OF 14TH AGM AND CONFERENCE 


The 14th Annual General Meeting and 
Conference of the Society was held at the 
University of New England, Armidale, from 
14th-18th May, 1983. It was attended by 113 
delegates (83 ordinary members, 22 students 
and 8 non-members). There were 40 delegates 
from New South Wales, 22 from Queensland, 21 
from South Australia, 16 from the ACT, 11 
from Victoria, 2 from Tasmania and 1 from the 
Northern Territory. A total of 44 papers and 
7 displays were presented. 


The Conference began with an excellent 
smorgasboard dinner on the Saturday night, 
and the bar provided a convivial location for 
delegates to meet and talk. On Sunday and 
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Monday morning, papers were given’ in 
sessions on systematics and _ reproduction, 
physiology and nutrition, general ecology, 
insect flight, and pathogens, Monday 
afternoon saw an interesting presentation by 
overseas visitor Professor Jan de Wilde, which 
included the screening of two films on insect 
microsurgery and neuroendocrine’ systems. 
Professor de Wilde himself provided the sound 
track to one film, mot because (as was 
rumoured) it was in Dutch, but because the 
projector was Japanese! 


The Society dinner was held at _ the 
Armidale Golf Club and was highlighted by a 
short but entertaining talk by our President, 
Tom Browning, on the phenomenon of diapause 
among entomologists. After the dinner, we 
were entertained by a very professional bush 
band consisting mostly of Waite’ Institute 
students, and a not so professional but equally 
enthusiastic makeshift choir, which presented 
songs on entomological themes as well as a 
barbed (but not altogether undeserved) 
commentary on the food. This last mentioned 
song, composed off the cuff by Steve Gagen, 
is reproduced herewith so that it may enter 
the historical record:

complex problem, The afternoon was devoted 
to a field excursion, referred to irreverently 
by one delegate as the "dead ‘trees 
expedition". Organised by Gus Campbell, this 
excursion covered a number of sites affected 
in varying degrees by diehack, and showed 
some of the regrowth now occurring. We are 
grateful to John bBrandeis, the _ District 
Forester, and Geoff Green of CSIRO's Chiswick 
laboratory for their co-operation in making the 
excursion a success, despite the difficulties of 
the weather. 


Wednesday was the last day of the 
Conference and was devoted to applied aspects 
of entomology, including a session = on 
insecticide resistance which dealt with the 
emerging problem of pyrethroid resistance in 
Heliothis. Most of the delegates left on 
Wednesday afternoon, but a few hardy souls 
stayed on for a symposium, organized in 


conjunction with the Genetics Society of 
Australia, on insect genetics. Invited 
speakers included Max Whitten, Andrew 


Cockburn, Marty Sachs, Tony Howells, Bruce 
Wallace and Michael White. The morning 
session was devoted to contributions of 
genetics to applied entomology, and many of 
those who stayed were more than a little 
surprised by the development and potential in 
this fast moving field. 


The Conference Organizing Committee 
would like to thank all those who helped in 
staging the Conference, particularly Sandra 
Pocock of the Campus Conference Centre, 
Heather Elworthy for secretarial services, and 
numerous students and others who helped in 
various ways. Finally, we wish to thank all 
the delegates for their enthusiasm and their 
capacity to enjoy themselves - it made all the 
effort worthwhile,

Treasurer's Report 


In past years | have expressed concern 
over the increasing cost of producing the 
Journal and New Bulletin. A number of steps 
have been taken over the last two years which 
are now apparent in the Annual Statement. 
Overall the Society is looking financially 
sound, owing to the transfer of funds to 
higher interest bearing deposits, the majority 
of members taking advantage of the March Ist 
concessional rate, and the production of a 
good News Bulletin, at less cost. Further the 
Journal has cost less, printing costs alone 
were down by approximately $7,000, although 
this has been offset by the reduction of income 
from reprints. It is hoped that with the 
introduction of page charges a more realistic 
budget for the Journal will be achieved. Even 
so, in the current year,the nett Publications 
loss was halved to $2448. Thirdly the 
computerization of Membership List, thanks 
largely to the efforts of Dr G. Monteith, has 
led to substantial savings.

The financial problems facing the Journal 
referred to in the 1981/82 report by Dr Hooper 
will be somewhat alleviated when page charges, 
introduced to coincide with Volume 22:2 (May 
1983), become fully effective. However, page 
charges provide only approximately one third 
of the cost of production of the Journal, the 
remainder coming equally from Journal 
subscriptions and the Society membership.

In an effort to contain 
this problem a limit of 2 printed pages has 
been placed on scientific notes. Tight control 
has been attempted over all factors influencing 
the length of papers. A revised ‘Guide to 
Authors! will be included in volume 22:2 (May 
1983) to publicise page charges and remind 
intending authors of editorial requirements. 
At the suggestion of the Executive, thesis 
summaries will be accepted for publication in 
the manner of book’ reviews but with 
safeguards against unrefereed material. 


Arrangements with our printers, Watson 
and Ferguson, are in progress to have the 
revised "Directory of Australian Entomology" 
printed from camera-ready copy provided by 
Dr Phil Carne. 


|! took over from Dr Gordon Hooper as 
Chief Editor in November 1982 Shortly before 
his departure overseas. Consequently my 
induction to the job was very brief. However, 
Gordon had a well organised system which | 
have continued and, with the assistance of the 
Sydney-based members of the Executive, the 
few problems which arose were sorted out 
satisfactorily. However, the task was made 
much easier through the input of my wife, as 
Editorial Assistant, whose past entomological 
experience is proving invaluable,

The issue 22:1 is the last to be published 
with reprint charges. The impact of page 
charges has yet to be measured, however, 
projected figures are: 


volume 22:2, 89 paying pages: $2545 
contributed pages (120) as 
at 14.iv.83: $3162 


These pages will probably be broken into 
volume 22:3, 85 paying pages, $2162, and the 
balance in volume 22:4 which shall have 
approximately 80 paying pages (less because of 
the inclusion of the indexes), 


It can be seen from these figures that 
page charges will yield considerably more 
revenue than reprint charges but will still only 
cover at most a third of the printing and 
distribution costs of the Journal. 


As at 5.v.83 there were 200 fully paid 
subscribers, 31 unfinancial subscribers and 5 
‘Legal deposit requirements’, which represents 
a net loss of 3 since 30.vi,82. Unfinancial 
subscribers do not receive the journal, but are 
still listed in the books as they have not 
formally cancelled. Of these, 23 are one year 
in arrears and 8 two years in arrears. 


| intend arranging with the News Bulletin 
Editor to have the list of subscribers to the 
Journal computerised. This will considerably 
streamline the distribution of the Journal to 
subscribers. The current system requires 
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typing of all envelopes, an arduous task!

The Chairman announced that the Council 
had discussed and endorsed an Executive 
proposal that the venue for Annual General 
Meetings be decided two years’ ahead. 
Accordingly, Council had discussed, at some 
length, the two proposed sites for the 1984 
venue, and had decided by a convincing 
majority to hold the Meeting in Mildura Victoria 
next year (1984) and to ask the Western 
Australian members to mount the Meeting in 
their state in 1985 (this would be subject to 
ratification by the West Australians).

1. lan Mackerras Medal Design. Or Marks 
reported that the Design Committee had 
considered various quotations and had 
recommended that from A.J. Parkes & Co 
Ltd, the firm that produced the medals 
for the recent Commonwealth Games. The 
Council had accepted the recommendations 
of the Committee. 


2. Form of Annual General Meetings. Or 
Kitching mentioned that perhaps’ the 
Meeting may have been too long such that 
it was difficult to obtain ‘support’ from 
institutions. He further suggested that 
the Conference presented a skewed subset 
of information and that other societies 
arranged for invited speakers whose 
papers were published as a Miscellaneous 
Publication. Dr Horning supported Dr 
Kitching, indicating that the New Zealand 
Entomological Society organises their 
meetings in that fashion. Money for 
support was seen as a problem by Or 
Ettershank, and Kitching continued that 
invited speakers would receive a letter of 
invitation such that it could be used to 
elicit support from the = speakers’ 
institution. Dr Colless expressed concern 
that if a Conference consisted of invited 
papers only, then this would be a

disadvantage, for the variety of subject 
material would be narrowed. Or Gregg 
indicated that the present Conference had 
endeavoured to present both aspects, by 
having a special Symposium on Die-back 
as well as a joint symposium with the 
Genetics Society of Australia after the 
series of non-invited papers.

CSIRO Division of Entomology 


With the onset of winter, the _ field 
activity of the taxonomy section came to a 
standstill. However, the termite group carried 
out their annual pilgrimage north. Tony 
Watson and members of CSIRO Chemical and 
Wood Technology Division visited Rhondda 
Jones and John Holt in Townsville and then 
travelled over to Darwin to meet up with other 
members of the group. Apparently a good 
time was had by all. 


Congratulations to Zimmie, The 
Lepidopterists' Society has chosen Dr E.C., 
Zimmerman as the 1983 recipient of its 
prestigious Jordan Medal. This award is given 
in recognition of outstanding original research 
in lepidopterology, particularly in fields of 
morphology, taxonomy, zoogeography and what 
was once known as ‘natural history'. The 
prize consists of an engraved silver medal, a 
$1,000 cash award and travel expenses to 
enable Zimmie to accept the award at the next 
Annual Meeting of the Lepidopterists' Society. 


There has been a number of visitors to 
the Division in the past two months, The 
ANIC has hosted the following visitors. Or 
Malipatil, from the Northern Territory Museum 
in Darwin, spent two weeks in early May 
identifying insects, mostly beetles, that he had 
brought with him from Darwin, At the end of 
May, Peter McQuillan, from the Department of 
Agriculture in Hobart, spent a few days 
examining geometrid moths of the genus 
Mnesampela, Or Niels Kristensen, from the 
Department of Entomology, Zoological Museum, 
at the University of Copenhagen, arrived in 
Australia in early June to work for two months 
at the ANIC. Niels is working on the 
primitive Lepidoptera in collaboration with Ebbe 
Nielsen. Mr Adam Messer, from the University 
of Georgia, USA, visited the ANIC for a few 
days in mid June to examine Indonesian and 
New Guinean megachilid bees. Adam also gave 
a talk on the biology of Chalicodoma pluto, the 
world's largest bee. This 4 cm long bee was 
first collected by Alfred Wallace in 1859 and 
was known from only two specimens until it 


was rediscovered recently in the North 
Moluccas of Indonesia, where it lives in termite 
nests. Bryan Cantrell, from the Queensland 
Department of Primary Industries, spent two 
weeks from 27 June examining Tachinidae. Or 
Larry Watrous, from the Field Museum of 
Natural History, Chicago, USA, spent one 
week in early July working on the ANIC's 
Staphylinidae, and Alan Walford-Huggins, from 
Julatten in north Queensland, visited the ANIC 
on 11 July.

This beetle has been a pest of Coconut Palms 
in the Cooktown and Darwin areas for several 
years now and this biocontrol work is being 
organized by Ted Fenner of Darwin. 


Alan Walford-Huggins of Julatten made a 
trip to the south in July, visiting beetle 
fanciers in Brisbane, Sydney and Canberra 
and various points in between. 

Greg Grant, a former student at the 
University of Queensland, visited old friends 
Ross Storey and lan Cunningham, now both at 
the Department of Primary Industries _ in 
Mareeba, to talk of the old Uni days and look 
at the insect collections. 


Robin Bedding from Hobart is due _ in 
Mareeba in the last week in July.

Ted Fenner spent four weeks recreation 
leave travelling in Singapore, West Malaysia, 
Thailand, Hong Kong, the Philippines and East 
Malaysia (Sarawak), He collected butterflies, 
observed and sampled various tropical fruits 
and at the end of it all had gained some 
pleasing specimens and lost some _ weight, 
(The latter wasn't a "crash" programme, as 
only one "Lomotil" tablet was used! ) 


The size and organisation of the orchard 
industry, particularly in north Thailand, was 
quite an eye-opener, and in most areas a 
variety of pests exotic of Australia were seen. 
The need for strict quarantine is very real!

Mali Malipatil has been awarded a 


Churchill Fellowship to study the types of 
some Australian Reduviidae at the British 
Museum (Natura! History), London and the 


Museum National d'Histoire Naturelle, Paris. 
Mali will take up the 12-weeks' fellowship in 
early 1984. 


Health Department, Medical Entomology Section 


The co-operative arbovirus research 
project between this Section and the virology 
unit of the D.P.P, has completed the mosquito 
collections for the 1983 year, with 49,580 
mosquitoes caught and processed for virus 
isolation, The majority of virus isolations have 
been completed by the virus laboratory and 36 
viruses have been isolated to date. Ross 
River virus and Sindbis Virus have been 
identified from the viruses with the majority 
awaiting identification. The isolation of Ross 
River virus from both Aedes vigilax and Culex 
annulirostris confirms that both species are 
ikely to be vectors of epidemic polyarthritis in 
the top end of the N.T. 


Additional Aedes orgy Pt Surveys have 
been carried out by Ceo avis, Kevin Hodder 
and Wendy Kelton around Adelaide River, Daly 
River, Pine Creek, Oenpelli, Milingimbi, and 
Ramingining. Their surveys confirmed the 
absence of Aedes aegypti and found important 
natural and ~artificlel” sources of mosquitoes 
that have been causing pest problems, and in 
some areas resulting in a number of cases of 
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mosquito borne disease. Sewerage ponds and 
their effluents were consistently the most 
important artificial sources of mosquitoes. 


Investigations were carried out in July by 
Peter Whelan and Kevin Hodder into a local fly 
problem. The rise was a seasonal one and due 
to Musca vetustissima, the bush fly. The 
primary sources that were affecting the town 
were originating from horse manure, and in 
particular, piles of horse manure that were 
inadequately stored for collection, 


Investigations into mangal near the new 
Satellite city of Palmerston near Darwin, were 
conducted as part of the joint investigation 
into biting insects at Palmerston being 
conducted by Peter Leihne and Peter Whelan. 
Various larvae were collected from a series of 
mud samples and enormous numbers of 
Culicoides ornatus were collected by rubbing 
them Into mud on the lower legs. The 
mangrove species associated with this zone was 
Aegiceras corniculatum.

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LANDMARK LEGAL RULING 
ON BIOCONTROL 


The lengthy controversy over whether the 
weed known alternatively as Paterson's Curse 
or Salvation Jane should be subject to release 
of biocontrol insects has now been resolved, 
The controversy arose from CSIRO's desire to 
implement a biocontrol programme in the face 
of the rural community's divided Opinion as to 
whether the weed is a "salvation" (as a fodder 
plant and as a honey source for apiarists) or a 
"curse" (as a paddock-choking weed). 


A group of four plaintiffs (two graziers 
and two apiarists) commenced proceedings 
against CSIRO in 1980 and these have now 
been resolved in the South Australian Supreme 
Court. CSIRO has agreed to a permanent 
injunction restraining it from controlling the 
plant using insects. There is provision in the 
judgement for application to the Court for 
variation or lifting of the injunction, should 
current moves to obtain legislation positively 
authorising biological control programmes 
against specific pests be obtained.

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LEAFHOPPER COLLECTION FOR AUSTRALIAN MUSEUM 


It is sometimes rewarding, after one has 
relinquished an active way of life and taken up 
a position on the sidelines, to take stock of 


one's achievements and to indulge in the 
humbling exercise of considering one's 
mistakes. | have made many. However, 


irrespective of whether of not these may be 
balanced by the contributions | have made to 
Knowledge of the Auchenorhyncha, | am 
certain of the merit of an associated activity 
with which | have been concerned, This has 
been the assembling over a period of more 
than half a century, of an important collection 
of the Cicadelloidea. This, together with some 
subsidiary collections, will be given to the 
Australian Museum on my death. There, | 
hope, it will be found useful to future 
research workers. 


The collection contains some 750 named 
Specimens and many un-named and undescribed 
ones, but it is not the number of species 
represented that is of special significance but 
their mature, since, as well as containing 


representatives of all the families and 
subfamilies and of most of the recognized 
tribes, it contains also specimens of many 


species of outstanding interest and others of 
uncertain affinities. 
The Ulopinae have been chosen ffor 
mention as an example of the collection 
content. This is a relict group and universal 
acceptance is lacking as to whether some of 
the comprised tribes might not perhaps be 
better recognized as subfamilies. This remark 
applies particularly to the Megophthalmini.

TOTeMDELT ORE AULOPINAE) 


Among the Ulopini in the collection, are 2 
species of Ulopa Fallen, representative of the 
Palaearctic fauna, and species belonging to 10 
genera from Israel, India, Australia, New 
Zealand, South and East Africa and 
Madagascar. Those from Madagascar, which 
belong to the genus Coloborrhis Germar, are 
of special interest as they provide an example 
of explosive speciation. Of the seed-like 
Cephalelini 10 are from Australia, 1 from New 
Zealand and 2 from South Africa. | have long 
hoped to be able to add specimens from Chile, 
but so far none has been found there, 


The first representative of the 
Myerslopiini to be described (Paulianiana 
dracula Evans) was found in Madagascar, and 
is known only from the single type specimen in 
the Paris Museum, In my collection are 
representatives of species belonging to related 
genera from Queensland, New Zealand and 
Juan Fernandez Island, Finally, the 
Monteithiini, which live at high altitudes in 
New Guinea, are represented by specimens of 
both of the 2 species so far descrived in the 
genus Monteithia Evans, and the 
Megophthalmini By 1 species from _ the 
Paalaeartic and 2 from the Nearctic, region. 


Eurymela distincta (EURYMELIDAE) 


While the collection of Cicadelloidea 
contains material from every distinctive faunal 
region, the Australian element, not 
surprisingly, predominates. Thus, for 
example, nearly all the described species of 
the endemic family Eurymelidae are 
represented, as are all the leafhoppers which 
have been implicated in this country with the 
transmission of virus diseases of plants. 


In respect of other components of the 
Auchenorhyncha, the collection of 
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Membracoidea contains representatives of most 
of the subfamilies of the Membracidae, 
numerous aetalionids and aé (few bituritids. 
The collection oof jCercopoidea contains 
identified representatives of nearly every 
described Australian species, and aie few 
specimens from other faunal regions. There 
are also sundry fulgoroids. Finally, as well as 


miscellaneous Heteroptera, there are specimens 
described 


of 18 to 23 
Peloridioidea.

THE MACQUARIE DICTIONARY ... 


Since many of my friends and colleagues 
in the Society know that | am the only 
entomologist at Macquarie University, | feel 
obliged to make some comment on Dr Norris' 
review of The Macquarie Dictionar (News 
Bulletin Vol -15-Part 3]—OF -course~ most of 
his points are well taken; some of the wrinkles 
might have been ironed out (if one can iron a 
prune) had the editors consulted more widely 
with the science end of the campus. They 
did, for example, phone me once, on an entry 
that seems to have escaped unfavourable 
attention. On the other hand, the Macquarie 


includes a long list of special advisers; 
somewhat surprisingly the academics among 
them almost all inhabit another tertiary 
institution in Sydney. It seems to me, 
however, that the major problem is_ that 


etymologists aren't entomologists; the writers 
have got themselves unsuspectingly into deep 
water by depending too heavily on sometimes 
outdated secondary sources in dealing with 
biological material. One might comment, 
however, that the "archaic" classifications of 
insects criticised by Dr. Norris still appear in 
current zoology texts. It makes it difficult for 
the non-specialist to recognise the pitfalls. | 
do not argue with Dr Norris' remarks on the 
illustrations, but the sins of omission listed in 
the review cause me less alarm. A dictionary 
is mot an encyclopedia or a_ textbook of 
entomology, medical or otherwise. 


| have not had cause to look up 
"metamorphosis" or time to read the Macquarie 
from cover to cover, but | have seen enough 
of it to be impressed by its comprehensive 
nature. Having some knowledge of _ the 
difficult circumstances in which the dictionary 
was produced, | share the pride of the 
University in its achievement. With vigilant 
criticism from readers, no doubt future 
editions will gradually lose their wrinkles.

It would be 
hard for me to share a sense of pride in this 
book, but one could, |! suppose, draw a 
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vicarious pleasure from being associated with a 
world first - lexicography in reverse : "We 
publish it, and the readers will correct it", 


Educated readers will usually not be 
fooled, but one can be genuinely concerned for 
the scores of thousands of school-children who 
will turn to these dictionaries for help in their 
assignments. In “dieback", for example, 
following a poor description, an organism often 
involved is given as "Phytophthera cinnamoni, 
a double = mis-spelling or tophthora 
cinnamomi; "petits fours" are no longer treated 
as exclusively gregarious, but are uniquely 
rendered as "petit four"; a "bush track" is an 
"unsealed road in a remote district", whereas 
it is not even an unsealed road, and not 
necessarily in remote areas there could, in 
fact, be some in the bush that doubtless 
surrounds Macquarie University; an entry on 
"air breathing" refers exclusively to jet 
engines, in spite of about 500 million years of 
biological precedents; aldrin, dieldrin, 
chlordane and lindane are all listed without 
qualification as "systemic" insecticides (one or 
two of them are, but only in special cases); 
"enterotoxaemia" is described as “a disease of 
sheep caused by severe systematic poisoning 
from bacterial toxins...", whereas the word 
should be "systemic", and "prickly pear" has 
the bald coverage: "any of a number of 
species of Opuntia ... which has become a 
serious pest in Australia". So much = for 
Cactoblastis, which has an entry, but whose 
classical impact as a biological control agent 
receives no coverage anywhere. The kids will 
doubtless suffer less in their gradings if their 
teachers are also obliged to use_ the 
"Macquarie", and the process of differentiation 
of a distinctive Australian language, which 
seems to be a matter for applause, will be 
accelerated, at the cost of exactitude and the 
encapsulation of quite a few quanta of 
ignorance. 


Of course aé_e dictionary is not- an 
encyclopaedia or a textbook of entomology. My 
emphasis on entomology was due to the nature 
of the friendly vehicle available to me as a 
launching ramp; but, when a body has taken a 
decision not to include items more appropriate 
to an encyclopaedia, why should it go out of 
its way to make entries in the grey area so 
uninformative, when the inclusion of such 
critical words as "due to a virus", or 
"mosquito-borne" would surely not strain the 
system? 


Of course etymologists are not 
entomologists. If they are responsible, there 
are scores of entries that amply prove this. 
But how about these items?: "kiap" is cited as 
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Papuan, whereas it originated in the pidgin of 
mandated (old German) New Guinea; 
"didgeridoo" is stated to be of aboriginal 
origin, whereas is was coined by H. Basedow 
in 1925, on an echoic basis; the source word 
of "charcuterie" is given as "“charcuitier", 
instead of "charcutier"; and the daddy of them 
all, the mirific "Nazi (onalosozialist)", is given 
as the source of "Nazi". In fact it is 
comprised of the "Na" and the "zi" from 
"Nationalsozialistische (Partei)"! Yes, 
etymologists are not entomologists, but it 
seems that some of them could do with a 
certain amount of reclassification anyway. 


Hurry up with that revision, Macquarie, 
and, even if it breaks you, bring it out at a 
price so low that even possessors of copies of 
the first edition cannot resist buying it as a 
replacement.

This soft-covered offset report in A4 
format includes brief contributions from 30 
Queensland Government biologists, 29 of them 
from the Department of Primary Industries. 
Each author sets out to present, in capsule 
form, the modern principles of various areas of 
crop protection, particularly as regards the 
Queensland scene. Contributions are arranged 


under the following headings: Pest 
Populations, Biological Control, Plant 
Resistance, Pesticides, Application of 
Pesticides, Resistance to Chemicals, 


Quarantine, Post-Harvest problems, 
Miscellaneous Topics, Crop Management. The 
breadth of coverage and the fact that 10 of 
the authors are entomologists means that this

Roewer's well known "Katalog der 
Araneae", published in two parts in 1940 and 
1952, has long been the standard catalogue of 
spiders of the world, But with the remarkable 
proliferation of arachnological literature in the 
last 20 years it has rapidly become dated. 
Professor Brignoli's new catalogue lists all 
species described since 1940 for the families 
covered in Roewer's Volume |, and all species 
described since 1952 for those families treated 
in Roewer's Volume II. Besides providing a 
comprehensive account of the post-war 


literature, the new work gives an analysis of 
many older papers which were omitted by 
Roewer. Deserving special mention among 


these are many Japanese papers between 1910 
and 1943 which have not been listed in the 
Zoological Record, Brignoli's catalogue, 
sponsored by the Royal Society and the British 
Arachnological Society, will be an indispensable 
tool for arachnologists for many years to come.

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The authors spent 12 months in Australia 
in 1968-69 travelling 46,000 miles collecting 
crickets and this new volume is the final 
product of their labours. It deals with 492 
species, arranged in 85 genera and 11 of the 
13 subfamilies of Cryllidae. Of these no less 
than 376 species and 41 genera are new, 
adding more than 10% to the known world 
cricket fauna. Keys or tables are provided 
for all taxa. The work is profusely illustrated 
with 4000 figures and maps, including 118 
full-specimen drawings showing examples of 
nearly every genus. Much = acoustical 
information is presented including diagrams 
drawn from audio spectrographs of 322 
different calling signals. The monograph 
should allow almost anyone to _ identify 
Australian crickets.

The complex nesting behaviour of dung 
beeties has fascinated entomologists since the 
classic observations of J.H. Fabre late last 
century. A diverse literature built up, but 
much was in European languages and hence 
virtually impregnable to English-speaking 
workers. In 1966 a landmark world review of 
dung beetle literature entitled “The Natural 
History of Dung Beetles of the subfamily 
Scarabaeinae" appeared under the authorship 
of Gonzalo Halffter and Eric Matthews. This 
book provided the basis for such a surge of 
renewed research on dung beetles around the 
world that it soon became out of date itself, 
One of the major research programmes during 
this period was the massive CSIRO effort in 
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both Africa and Australia to introduce exotic 
dung beetles into Australia to disperse cattle 
dung. The appearance of this new book is 
thus timely. This time Halffter— has 
collaborated with W.D. Edmonds of California 
to produce a work which set out to update the 
original 1966 volume but which evolved into a 
complete treatise in its own right. Published 
by Halffter's Instituto de Ecologia under the 
sponsorship of the UNESCO Man and the 
Biosphere programme the volume is attractively 
presented in 20 cm x 26 cm _ format with 
cloth-bound hard covers and copious 
illustrations. As an exhaustive treatment of 
the origin, diversity and evolution of the 
nesting behaviour of these extraordinary 
beetles it will be of interest mot only to 
specialists but to insect behaviourists and a 
broad spectrum of evolutionary biologists.
